.L. MERCER IS 
| FOUND GUILTY 
OF CONSPIRACY 


ith Morris Rothschild 
Will Appear for Sentence 
Thursday 


John L. Mereer and Morris 
Rothschild were found guilty of 
ronspiracy to defraud Gottlieb 
Hotz of a large sum of money, 
by Judge Crawford, in the Crim- 
Final court on Tuesday afternoon. 
Sentence was deferred until 10 a. 
m. Thursday. 

The trial commenced on Thursday 
last as a result of complaints by 
Klotz and the sending up for trial 
of the pair by Magistrate Primrose 


following a hearing in the city police 
court. Klotz had purchased about 
$6,000 worth of stock and on the 
stand had claimed he was under the 
impression he was purchasing Al- 
berta Refineries when in reality he 
received Refineries Distributors. 


Fividence of Collusion. 

In summing up, Judge Crawford 
said Mercer had not dismissed Louis 
Meyers and John ‘Thomas, even 
though he was aware they were 
making misrepresentations. Mr. 
Mercer has stated in evidence that 
Rothechild was a reliable salesman 
who did ‘ what he was told. What 
did he do? He went to Saskatchewan 
and made false representations to 
Klotz. There was, thought the court, 
evidence to show collusion between 
the two defendants and this was 
corroborated by Klotz. 

Mr. Mercer had given a general 
denial to-all statements made against 
him, but, continued the court, un- 
_. fortunately he had not called in any 
» evidence to cerroborate at no such 
conversation as Thomas said he had 
overheard, had actually taken place. 

Court's Opinion. 

“I would not convict on the evi- 
dence of Thomas alone, or of Meyers 
alone, or of both together, but I 
would on the evidence as a whole.” 

The court delivered judgment on 
Rothechild in a similar manner.
